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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN & DISTRICT CHIEF 


After several successive years of drought, the rains of 1967 came as a welcome 
change. Our record of the past fire season is good. Our thanks to all who contributed to 
achieve this good record. Continued improvement in the matter of accurate, prompt de- 
tection and rapid effective suppression action can help to maintain this good, worthwhile 
record even though we do not have an abundance of rain as in the fire season of 1967. 

It will help if we follow these simple suggestions: 


1. No burning of debris and waste between the hours of 9:00 a.m. and 5:00 
p.m. and then only with a written permit from the Forest Fire Warden. 


2. Take debris and waste to the town dump. 

3. Maintain a clean, safe dump. 

4. Keep matches away from young children. 

5. Be sure matches and smoking material are dead out when we discard them. 


6. Set a good example for others in fire prevention.

COMMENTS 


This past year has been one of comparative freedom from vexing problems. The 
insurance settlement of $100 was made for damage done to headstones when a tree was 
removed in the Warren Cemetery. This more than paid the cost of repairing the stones. 
In connection with cemeteries it may be that the long standing problem of a new location 
for cemetery use can be solved as a result of the State terminating farm operations at the 
Sanatorium. The Selectmen have had some correspondence with Councilor Philip Robert- 
son and Governor King’s office, and at present the prospect for acquiring land opposite 
the present Cemetery in Glencliff seems excellent. It is expected that an appropriate ac- 
tion can be taken by the Town on this matter. 

Our tennis court gains in popularity each year and should be patched and resurfaced. 
It has had seven seasons of use and is one of our best assets. 

The road to the dump needs to be sealed and the Mooselaukee Inn Road needs ma- 
jor repairs. The following are estimates of these projects as supplied by state highway 
engineers:

The advisability of keeping such roads in good condition is obvious. In regard to our reg- 
ular maintenance appropriation, a higher amount is being sought than in the last few years. 
This is because an increase in the agent’s salary should be granted. The quality of his work 
and his faithfulness to his duties must not go unnoticed. He has saved the town some 
money by making some repairs to equipment and thus keeping it in good condition. 
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The article in regard to ambulance service arises from a meeting held in January at 
the Cottage Hospital in Woodsville. In order to insure the availability of such service 
from Woodsville, it was decided to ask for some funds from the towns from Bath to New- 
bury, Vt. to Warren, the area normally served by such service. The suggested sum for 
Warren is $175. This would in no way affect the usual fees for such calls but only insure 
the continuation of the service. 


Our thanks to Margaret Whitcher for serving this past year as our representative on 
the Pemi-Baker Home Health Agency board of directors. Her report follows: 


In June 1967 the N. H. Dept. of Health and Welfare granted our Agency $9,500. 
The Directors hired Mrs. Dorothy Westburg, R.N., as the nurse-director, and Mrs. Idamae 
Hibbard for the office clerk. An office was rented at 47 Main St. and opened July 17. 
The services of Henrietta White, registered physio-therapist, and Minnie Witham, register- 
ed occupational therapist, are available when needed. 

This is the first time that patients in need of these services in our area, are able to 
receive treatments in their own homes, rather than travel forty miles or more to centers 
or clinics. 

On July 19th our Agency was officially approved to accept Medicare patients. 

Each month has shown an increase in the number of requests for home visits. 

Following is a break-down from August through January, 1968:

I feel that this Agency is fulfilling a need and deserves our continued support. It 
isn’t self-supporting, and each town is being asked to raise the same amount at town meet- 
ing as was raised last year. We are hopeful that the N. H. Dept. of Health and Welfare will 
grant us additional funds also.

The committee appointed last year to investigate the cost of a welcome sign for the 
town, reports that it has considered such a sign and also plans eventual erection of street 
signs. This project may extend over two or more years. 
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With the population of New Hampshire expected to double within the next 25 
years, it can be anticipated that some will choose Warren for a residence. In view of this 
it would be appropriate at this time to appoint a Building Code Committee to study the 
need for a simple building code and to report its findings before February 1, 1969. This 
is to govern NEW construction only. 

It appears that with federal and state programs and financial aid available for im- 
proving local townships we should be remiss if we did not give strong consideration to 
future planning for Warren. Through the N. H. Dept. of Resources and Economic Devel- 
opment matching funds can be obtained to develop recreational areas. Representatives 
from this department have indicated a willingness to come here for consultation and 
advice. Two areas which come to mind are the ball field where many improvements could 
be made and the McVeety property which could be developed into a camping area and 
be revenue-producing. It is recommended that a committee of two be appointed to work 
with the Selectmen to determine what might be done.

EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT'S SALARY 


Chapter 189, Section 48 Revised Statutes Annotated of the State of New Hamp- 
shire, requires that the school district annual report show the total amount paid to the 
superintendent of schools as per the following quotation: “Reports. Each superinten- 
dent of a supervisory union shall annually prepare a report of the total salary paid to the 
superintendent showing in detail the amount paid by the state and each local school dis- 
trict, and their share of same. Said report shall be filed with the school board of each 
school district involved and shall be included in the annual report of the respective school 
district as a separate entry. A like report and entry shall be made for each assistant super- 
intendent, teacher consultant, and business administrator, if any is in service in the union.” 


One half of the supervisory union expenses is pro-rated among the several school dis- 
tricts of the union on the basis of adjusted valuation. One half is pro-rated on the basis of 
average daily membership in the school for the previous year ending June 30th. The sala- 
ry of eleven thousand dollars ($11,000) which was received by the Superintendent of 
Schools of Supervisory Union # 48 during the 1966-67 school year was made up as follows: 
$5000. paid by the State of New Hampshire and $6000. pro-rated among the several school 
districts which comprise the union. Allowances of $1300. for travel within the union was 
also pro-rated as stated above.

Hereby submitted is my annual report as your Superintendent of Schools. 


The Warren Elementary School opened in September with one staff change. Howard 
Wheeler returned as Principal as well as Barbara Pike in Grades 1 & 2, and Marion Whitcher 
in Grades 5 & 6. Beatrice Wendell, a graduate of Gorham State College in Maine, who had 
been teaching in Tamworth was employed to replace Mrs. Tilson who resigned to accept 
employment in Rumney. With the return of Mrs. Wilson as Music Teacher, our staff was 
complete. We are fortunate where it is necessary to teach multiple grades to have a staff 
that is fully qualified. | 


I wish to express my appreciation for the approval of the budget last year. We made 
good use of it with the purchase of new textbooks and supplies. The budget for next year 
will replace the reading books grades 1 through 4. The ones we presently use are now out 
of print. 


Our Title I funds under Public Law 89-10 are being used wisely with the employment 
of Mrs. Evans and Mr. Thomson. She helps where a pupil needs extra work or on makeup 
material. It is most gratifying to see the amount of work that can be accomplished when a 
good teacher works with small groups. I recently observed a physical education class taught 
by Peter Thomson. The coordination and self confidence being developed in his classes I 
am sure carries over into actual classroom performance. 


The hot lunch program under the direction of Mrs. Hight operates efficiently and the 
quality of the food is excellent. She is most appreciative of the new equipment voted un- 
der a special article in the warrant last year. The school board was able to obtain some ad- 
ded funds under a Special Assistance program to supplement the funds you voted. This 
made it possible to purchase a fine new refrigerator and commercial-type mixer for the hot 
lunch program and stay well within the funds allocated. In the near future some thought 
should be given by someone to a new stove for the kitchen. 


| am not sure what advice to give you concerning school consolidation. At some fu- 
ture date it would be to the advantage of Warren and Wentworth to unite in some manner 
so there could be one grade per teacher. New teachers today do not feel secure with more 
than one grade and good personnel to man our schools is getting more difficult to find all 
the time. 


The high school situation is another problem. Your town has traditionally sent pu- 
pils to several high schools in various directions and I would expect this trend to continue. 
However, I think your committee appointed last March should continue to function, keep- 
ing abreast of developments to the north and west so they could make a recommendation 
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to the district a year from now for the best course of action to take. 


I have appreciated the cooperation from the school board and teachers during the 
past year.

Reading is, of course, basic to all the varied subjects being taught in our school and 
time is needed beyond what the teacher can give while teaching several grades and many 
classes. Mrs. Evans is of invaluable help to us in reaching the pupils with this individual 
attention, 


One replacement of our staff was needed and we were very fortunate to have Mrs. 
Wendell join us. She is a well qualified and experienced teacher of the third and fourth 
grades. 


Mr. Thomson’s physical education program adds much toward physical fitness, 
athletic skills and sportsmanship. 


Mrs. Fisher has completed the up-dating of our health records and is in touch with 
our health needs constantly. 


Mrs. Wilson is continuing with her usual success in our music education in all the 
grades. 


All the teachers deserve a well founded tribute for their excellent work in the pro- 
gress made in their varied grades. 


On behalf‘of all the teachers, | would like to thank the School Board, Mr. Bowie, 
and the people of Warren for their help and cooperation in making our Village School 
a good one.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


The nurse made thirty-six visits to the school during the school year. Each student 
was weighed and measured and health records kept on each. Inspections were made for 
signs Of illness, cleanliness, hair and scalp, skin infections etc. 


Hearing tests were done on each student and notices sent home on those who failed 
the test with advice to check with family doctor. Vision screening tests were also done 


and where necessary, notes sent to parents to check with family eye doctor. 


The nurse assisted Dr. Brochu with physicals for grades 1, 4 and 7. Parents were no- 
tified regarding any physical defects found. 


Home visits were made for consultation with parents on health problems and guid- 
ance given regarding applications to Clinics. 


First aid supplies were purchased and first aid given when necessary while at the 
school. 


Arrangements were made for Dental Clinics. Dr. Jamback from Woodsville exam- 
ined all the students in school. Thirty were transported to Woodsville by P.T.A. mothers. 


An Immunization Clinic was held at the school for measle innoculations, Diptheria, 
Tetanus, vaccinations for Small Pox and oral polio drops. 


The nurse met with Social Workers, Dentist State Nurse, Guidance and Mental Hy- 
giene Social Welfare. 


I attended three school nurses’ meetings at Timberlane Regional School in Plaistow, 
two in Concord and the School Nurses’ Section of the State Teachers’ Convention in Man- 


chester, and also met with a Guidance Psychologist for a series of lectures.
